DRAGOONS WOUND 100 
STRIKERS AT UZOOKA. 


UZOVKA, Russia, Aug. 4.—The situa- 
tion here is very serious. At Donetz, 
the center of the mining and smelting 
industry, a procession of over 6000 
strikers marched today, singing’ the 
‘Marsetllaise,.”” to the residence of Gov- 
ernor-General Hartung, and demanded 
the release of the orators arrested at 
last night's meetinfi. 

Many of those in the procession car- 
ried clubs. The Governor-General re- 
fused to release the prisoners and when 
the processionists declined to obey a 
summons to disperse, a detachment of 
dragoons swept down on them with sa- 
bers and whips, wounding about a hun- 
dred persons, some of them seriously. 
Wholesale arrests were made, including 
the leaders of the strikers. 

More than 23.000 miners are now on 
’ strike, and 1000 of them have organized 
themselves into a military body. They 
are armed with rifles. 

The Governor-General today issued a 

lamation announcing that attempts

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 DISTATOR TO RULE 


RUSSIA NEXT MONDAY. 
ST. PETERSBURG, Aug. 4.—The fate 
Stolypin cabinet sways in the 
balance and Russia is upon the verge of 
disorders which may lead either to the 
reign of the military or the proletariat. 

It can be stated definitely that the 
first step toward a dictatorship may be 
taken Sunday or Monday by the nomi- 
nation of Grand Duke Nicholas to the 
chief command of all the troops in Rus- 
sia. This would virtually place him in 
control of all‘ the disturbed districts of 
the empire where martial law has been 
proclaimed. 

This matter was a subject of earnest 
discussion during the interview between 
the Emperor and Premier Stolypin yes- 
terday, from which the Premier re- 
turned In a greatly vexed state of mind. 

The revolutions at Sveaborg and Cron- 
stadt and the mutiny on board the 
Pamyat Azova gave the tone to the 
conversation between His Majesty and 
the Premier. These events, although 
they have all ended fortunately, appa- 
rently have left a strong impression 
upon the mind of the Emperor. 

The Associated Press has been in- 
formed from a high source that the

STATUTE’S FIRST TEST 





Was Passed at Recent: Special 
Session of Illinois Leg- 
islature. 





CHICAGO, Aug. 4.—For the first time 
in its history Chicago is today, while 
the primary elections are being held, 
an absolutely ‘‘dry’’ town. 

The law forbids the selling of spirit- 
ous or malted liquors during elections 
under ironclad provisions which make it 
mandatory upon the authorities to can- 
cel the license of any saloon keeper vio- 
lating the law. 

The law is new, and today’s election 
furnished the first test of its efficiency. 
Should a license be taken away the sa- 
loon keeper could not in any way secure 
another one for at least 20 years. 

Hitherto on election days it has al- 
ways been possible for the thirsty to 
secure relief via back entrances and 
side doors, even when the police at- 
tempted to keep the saloons closed. But 
it is the saloon keepers themselves who 
are responsible for today’s unprece- 
dented condition of affairs. 


Voters Take Interest. 


Weather conditions which should 
insure ae fair test of the new 
primary law prevailed at the open- 
ing of the polis here today. Al- 
though the weather was still hot, clouds 
and a cool breeze brought relief from 
the high temperature of the past few 
days. 

The early poll indicated a lively inter- 
est on the part of the voters, but from 


the fact that this is the first trial of 
the new act, there is much uncertainty 
among even the most experienced party 
leaders as to the probable result of the 
vote. 

It is predicted that the Republican 
vote in Cook County will exceed that 
cast by the Democrats, for the reason 
that there have been a number of fac- 
tional contests in the ranks of the for- 
met party, and especial effort has been 
made in such cases to get out a full 
vote. Estimates were made early to- 
day of a probabie vote as high as 170,000, 
which is considered liberal for a _ pri- 
mary election. 

The machinery of the commissioners’ 
office will actually handle three elec- 
tions today. Every voter in the Repub- 
lican, Democratic or Socialist ranks 
will vote directly for 15 party nominees, 
a United States Senator and State and 
county officials, as well as for the dele- 
gates to the parties’ six (different con- 
ventions. The Republicans will elect 
5733 delegates, the Democrats 5441 and 
the Socialists 1969.

ST. JOSEPH, Mo., Aug. 
man Jackson, a wealthy capitalist of 
Altamont, was shot to death at 6:10 
O'clock last night by J. M. Woodworth, 
manager of the Altamont Hotel, which 
property as well as much other prop- 
erty, belonged to the dead physician. 

There were no witnesses to the shoot- 
ing, though a number of persons sitting 
in front of the drug store heard the 
shot. 

Woodworth approached Dr. Jackson 
while the latter was sitting in front of 
his drug sture. Woodworth said he had 
important business which he wanted to 
discuss with the physician. 

Dr. Jackson arose and followed 
Woodworth into the drug store where 
they went into the private office in the 
rear of the establishment. 

The two had been alone but a few 
minutes when the loiterers about the 
place were startled by the sound of five 
shots. A moment later they saw Wood- 
worth running out of the office and into 
the street flourishing a revolver. Later 
at his home he submitted to arrest and 
was taken to Gallatin and placed in the 
County Jail. 

Feeling ran- high for a time, 
Woodworth has a good reputation. The 
same may be said of Dr. Jackson. The 
physician was 60 years old and Wocd- 
worth is about 3. 


Frequent Previous Trouble.

There is said to have been frequent 
trouble of late between the doctor and 
Woodworth about the management of 
the Altamont Hotel. Woodworth’'s 
methods were not in accord with the 
ideas of the physician, and a number of 
unpleasant incidents are recalled by 
those familiar with the facts leading up 
to the shooting. 

The property had been managed by 
Mrs. Houstin, mother of Woodworth, for 
the past seven years. Her son did not 
take charge until about four months 
ago. 

An examination of the dead body of 
Dr. Jackson showed that four bullets 
took effect. The mortal wound was 
immediately above the heart and death 
was instantaneous. When aid reached 
the prostrate physician life was extinct. 
The body was taken to the pubilc hall 
where the inquest was held. 

Woodworth immediately upon being 
arrested, stated that he had acted in 
self-defense, but no weapon of any kind 
was found upon the de man. The lat- 
ter leaves a wife. The dead man was 
wealthy, having large property inter- 
ests in Kansas City and Altamont.

They are clamoring for a holy war 
and urging the Viceroy, Prince Abdul- 
Hafod, to proclaim himself Sultan.

Mrs. De 
Velle was like a mad woman, when she 
saw her little-ward taken away. She 
fought with a strength few men have. 

The love for the same little one 
caused its mother to face this angry 
woman, to expose the latter’s deception 
and to let the world know she was a 
mother.

Continuance Until Next Month 
Anticipated by Suspended 
Chief’s Friends, 


Friends of suspended Chief of Police 
Kiely predict. that. ..his~ dong delayed 
trial, which is set for Monday, will be 
again continued, probably unfll Septem- 
ber, when he appears for trial, Kiely’s 
friends say they have received informa- 
tion to this effect from réliable sources, 


and that he will go before the board 
Monday expecting another continuance. 

It has been reported that the board 
is not certain as to the attitude of 
Theodoric Bland, the recently appointed 
member, in regard to the charges 
against Kiely. At present Commission- 
ers Bland and Fristoe are the only 
members of the board in the city. It 
has been reported that President Stew- 
art is unwilling to commit the case to 
these two alone. 

Messrs. Bland and Fristoe were asked 
by a Post-Dispatch reporter Saturday 
about the prospect of postponement. 
Neither would deny or affirm the _re- 
port. 

Another reason which is given for 
the postponement of the trial on the 
part of the board is the report that 
Mayor Wells has signified his intention 
to attend. While the Mayor has never 
expressed himself as favoring the sus- 
pended Chief, it is believed that he is 
not unfriendly to him. This, the friends 
of Kiely say, adds “to the unwillingness 
of President Stewart to place the case 
on trial now.

William C. Woods of St. Louis, who shot and killed his wife, 
Mrs. Gatsie Woods at Mobile, Ala., because she spurned him, com- 
mitted suicide in his cell in Jail at Mobile Saturday, according to 


press dispatches. He was being held for trial on a charge of 


murder. 


Woods left St. Louis last Saturday night to seek a reconefffe- 


tion with his wife, who had left him some time ago. 


She had been 


living with her father, Elmo B. Simmons, a former policeman at 
1325 South Sixth street, St. Louis, prior to her departure for 


Mobile a short time ago. 


When he reached Mobile he sought 


to become friendly, but she refused to 
listen to him. Without giving her 
any warning he drew a revolver and 
shot her. He pocketed the pistol and 
walked away. He was not caught 
until Wednesday noon. He was asleep 
in the rear of a saloon when caught, 
and there was a band of crepe around 
his arm.

Now, when I de- 
cided to come to St. Louis I thought of 
it as a small, hustling place, but I find 
that, instead of that, it is really a huge 
affair. Its business section rivals that 
of Chicago. Until yesterday I never 
had time to-make a complete round of 


the business portion, and I° was sur- 
prised when 1 found the extent of it. 
“I think the most striking thing that 
appeals to the visitor is the absence of 
elevated railroads. The city man misses 
the roar and clatter of the. electric 
trains as they tear frantically along 
“Another thing that the man from 
Chicago misses is the lake. While you 
have a river here, and a good one to be 
sure; yet the lake is an important factor 
of Chicago life. I miss the excursions 
on the big ships. You have excursions 
here. but I am ‘sorry to say that 
would not venture -on one of - thera. 
They are usually made to enrich the 
breweries. But,’ of course, you. can’t 
put a lake here for my benefit. 
“After being _in the city for two or 
three days andther great light persist- 
ently forces itself upon you. The people 
of St. Louis are different from the peo- 
pe of any other city in this country. I 
ave often heard of ‘St. Louis ways,’ 
never really appreciated 
attended a theater. 


“Dixie” Thrilled Him.

As an illustra- 
tion of St. Louis courtesy I will relate 
an incident that happened to me only 
yesterday. 

“IT was in a great hurry to See one of 
your prominent business men. _My mis- 
sion was one that I could tell to no 
one but himself. It would not permit 
of my announcing it ‘his private sec- 
retary.

Corporation Given Time on

Suburban Service. 





RESERVOIR WEED GROWN 





Conditions of Living at Mona’ 


Station Have Discour- 
aged Many. 





By agreement, the city of Kirkwood 
ha® dismissed its petition for an injunc- 
tion against the West St. Louis Water 
ail Light Co. for the purpose of com- 
peliing that company to furnish Kirk- 
wvod with water before supplying cus- 
tomers the company obtained subse- 
quent to the Kirkwood contract. 

(inder the terms of the agreement the 
coumpany is to relieve the Kirkwood 
situation within two weeks, or another 
petition will be filed. Repairs are to 
be made which will cost, it is said, about 
$1,000. In the meantime the pressure 
on the town is to be increased, though 
not so as to make it as great as the 
contract calls for. | 

While the officials of Kirkwood and 
the water company were arguing over 
the injunction proceedings, the employes 
of the water company at Mona Station 
were battling in the heat to get one 
of the pumps at the main station there 
in condition to run. It has been out of 
commission for a month, and as the 
pumping station has only two pumps, 
the disability of one has caused abso- 
lute stoppage of all distribution of wa- 
ter whenever it has been necessary to 
stop the other. 

One of the employes of the company 
gave a Post-Dispatch reporter Saturday 
Statistics regarding the plant's work- 
ing4 and a summary of the different 
causes which the company assigns for 
the inadequacy of the supply. 

All the water for this main pumping 
Station at Mona, which is 26 miles from 
St. Louis, on the Rock Island Railroad, 
is brought from the Missouri River, 
three-quarters of a mile, through a sin- 
gle 16-inch pipe. 

There is a subsidiary pumping station 
at the river bank which is directed fram 
the main one.at Mona. The capacity 
of this subsidiary plant is 3,000,000 gal- 
lons of water every 24 hours. Through 
a settling basin, of which there are 
three connected with the plant, this wa- 
ter is brought to a reservoir which has 
a capacity of 35,000,000 gallons. 

This capacity, however, has nothing 
to do with the figures of the supply 
now being distributed in the county, 
as the regervoir supply was only 10,- 
000,000 gallons Friday. The men at the 
pumping station say it has seldom been 
above that in many months, 

The reservoir itself is mute witness 
to this. Its brick walls aboye the pres- 
ent 10,000,000-gallon water line are over- 
grown with weeds. 

In the station itself are the two 
pumps, the steam engine to drive them 
and an electric engine which furnishes 
power for the subsidiary station at the 
river, 

With one pump disabled, the pumping 
capacity of the plant for the past 
month has been only 1,500,000 gallons 
a day, running the full 24 hours, This 
could, employes say, have been in- 
creased to 3,000,000 gallons by removing 
the ‘“‘bushing’’ from the pipes and mak- 
ing use of a 10-inch “plunger” instead 


of the 8-inch one which is now in use. 


With the 10-inch piungers in use on 


beth pumps, it is said that the station 
ean turn into the distributing pipes 
6,000,000 gallons of water a day, as the 
old pump, which is out of repair, is of 
the same capacity as the new one, in- 
stalled about three months agof and 
was the one In use. 

None of the men connected with the 
plant could remember that such an 
amount -of water had ever passed 
through the station. 

Conditions near the pumping station 
are not at all pleasant. according to 
ihe men who are working there, and 
it is almost Impossible to get men to 
stay there. 


Have to Camp Out. 


“It is almost unbearable,”’ said one 
of them. “Why, even Mr. Ecoff, the 
superintendent, has resigned three times 
since he has been out here, and has 
only stayed because the company could 
not fill his place. There is no place 


anywhere near the station where a man 
can live, and one is practically camp- 
ing out all the time. There is cae 
one train a day to the city, and that 
goes at 7 p. m. There is one train the 
other way, leaving the city at 9 a. m. 
Men continually come out here, work 
three or four days and then throw up 
their hands and go back to St. Louis, 
declaring they would not stay here for 


any \pay. 
‘ . arn ave supposed to nae three bosses 
ere, two engineers—a y and night 
man—besides Mr. Ecoff, the superintes- 
dent. At no time has there been more 
than one to help the superintendent, 
end they usually have been here only 
a short time. 

“With this shortage of help and the 
constant chan ng about, it is practical- 
ly impossible ave and ‘head or tall’ 
to the work, and I think that accounts 
partly for the trouble." 

The beginning of the real trouble 
with the supply, however, is charged 
up by the employes to the ruining of a 
long length of pipe line several weeks 
ago, by electrolysis. the pipes affected 
having been in a line that ran along 
the Suburban Railroad. 


Only One-Fourth Full.

. depleted, With the disabling 
at the main station a little 
supply has never been re- 
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water company to duplicate all parts 
of the pumping station so that, no mat- 
ter what happens, they will be in a po- 
sition to continue work. At present 
the plant, which has a theoretical ca- 
pacity of 6,000,000 gallons of water a 
day, is pumping only 1,500,000. 

A request for information regarding 
the distribution of the water through 
the pipe lines of the company, after it 
leaves the pumping station, was denied 
by Manager Cullinane, at the office of 
the company, 6600 Delmar avenue. 

Webster Groves had a taste of the 


inadequacy of the water supply Friday 
when lightning struck the feed store 
of G. F, Lindhorse and started a fire. 
Companies responded to a call, but the 
pressare in the water mains was so low 
that their work was of no avail, and 
the building was destroyed.

the Interstate Commerce Commission, 
which decided that it had no jurisdic- 
tion over the affair. 

Then Acting Attorney-General Russell 
promptly called the mat{er to the atten- 
tion .of District Attorney Tinsley. 

The penalty for blacklisting laboring 
men whe belong to labor o nizations 
or other societies is a fine of $100 to $1000 
for each offense.

FUTILE TERMINAL METHODS. 

Mr. Robert Whitelaw of the Municipal Terminal 
Commission was right in protesting against the 
gontinuation of the policy of the Eastern railroads 
of delivering St. Louis merchandise by transfer 
wagons from East St. Louis. His theory that West 
Side terminals are essential to the realization of 
sound and progressive conditions in the St. Louis 
traffic situation is correct.. But, theoretically, the 
Terminal Commission, after much travail and error 
has come to the right conclusion upon every point. 
Its present demands fairly represent the needs of 
the city in the matter of-bridge and terminal con- 
ditions. 

But what is the Terminal Commission’s remedy for 
the evils it recognizes and condemns? What does 
jt propose shall be done to correct them? The weak- 
ness of the commission lies in its methods. Its 
work so far has been made up of investigation, rte- 
gotiation, compromise, recession and protest. No 
sooner had it obtained what it conceived to be a 
satisfactory concession and pledge than it finds it- 
self forced to protest against railroad bad faith and 
betrayal. 

The people, against the will of the commission, 
voted for a free bridge. On that point it has nothing 
to offer but the suggestion of a swap of the new 
bridge for the old Eads Bridge, reduced to wagon 
and trolley traffic—a good instrument for the con- 
tinuation of the transfer policy under protest. The 
commission’s own experierice indicates the final 
futility of mere negotiation and protest. 

If the commission would really lead the people, 
if it would courageously outline a fighting program, 
it would perform a great public service and for- 
ever settle the present bridge and terminal prob- 
lem of St. Louis. 
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Along with St. Louis’ great trade growth have 
come an increased birth rate and a lower death rate. 
The million mark is certain to be reached before long. 
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THE POOLROOM MENACE. 

I€ Chief Gillaspy enforces his order to stop betting 
in poolrooms, to the widespread evils of which the 
Post-Disp-tcl. has repeatedly called attention, he 
will do a ¢ 0d public service.

In an interview with the Berlin correspondent of 
the Paris Matin, the German Kaiser places the “red 
flanger” alongside the “yellow peril” in his private 
museum of horrors. “The heads of states,” he says, 
“whether of absolute or constitutional monarchies 
or republics, hourly risk their lives.” 

The heads of states have always run risks, often 
tgiich greater than now. The Czar of Russia is in 
‘#4; i+ Al than was his ancestor who walked to his 
igasengn “preceded by the assassins of his grand- 
“her, surrounded by the assassins of his father, 
tand followed by his own.” Mr. Roosevelt is in 
“greater danger than was Mr. Jefferson only because 
‘to much of Europe's bitterness and its vague sense 
‘# wrong has been brought to this country, 

' The Kaiser is less happy in prescription than in 
‘diagnosis. After a tactful allusion, which wil] 
“greatly please Frenchmen, to his sorrow whenever 
“some fresh scandal” breaks out in the French 
‘army, he says: “We Europeans live too closely t¥- 
“gether and out national lives are too intermingled 
for ws not to feel an evil occurring to any single 
waember. Any harm befalling the French army fills 
me with uneasiness. Anti-militarism is an interna- 
tional pest. The nation rejoicing thereat resembles 
‘a city rejoicing at an outbreak of cholera in a 
peighboring town.” 

Occasionally among his many duties the Kaiser 
preaches a sermon. -If he were to select as a text,

“The Lord shall bless his people with peace,” he 
would probably substitute “curse” for “bless” by 
way of higher criticism. 

To call anti-militarism “an international pest”; 
to brand as a danger and a menace the noble asp!- 
rations of the world’s best men for closer brother- 
hood; to denounce by implication millions of his own 
subjects and other millions of French citizens, 
whose only offense is working for better and freer 
social conditions, shows how far the possession of 
almost absolute power may warp the common sens¢ 
and pervert the moral perceptions even of a ruler 
of unusual talent. 

A more infamous sentence was perhaps never 
uttered.

When the “high crimes and misdemeanors” for 
which Roger C. Sullivan is to be put out of politics 
in Illinois are all listed there may be enough of them 
and to spare.

But will there be one among these, if proven 
either as a ¢rime or a misdemeanor, higher than 
pretending to make a hot fight on corporation con- 
trol in Missouri and at’the same time accepting, if 
not soliciting, money from railroads and other cor- 
porations for campaign purposes with the implied 
pledge that its acceptance was for the delivery of 
legislation satisfactory to the givers of the money?

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CUTTING OUT THE ROOT OF EVIL. 

There are interesting possibilities in the new de- 
parture of the “Pennsylvania Society to Protect 
Children From Cruelty.” As announced in Phila- 
delphia telegrams to the Post-Dispatch, the society 
has adopted the theory that criminal tendencies are 
due to something wrong with brain or body, which 
may be cut out by intelligent surgeons so as to re- 
move the criminal tendency with it, 

The result in the case of “seven children put under 
the knife” in the hope that the most skillful sur- 
geons of Philadelphia can remove their criminal ten- 
dencies, real or alleged, cannot be known for at 
least half a life time. It may take that long to 
make sure that the root of all evil was cut out. Even 
then, it may be supposed by some that criminal ten- 
dencies, if théy actually develop, got into the skull 
again from the outside after the operation. Such a 
thing might well happen, even in Philadelphia. 

If, however, it is now scientific in Philadelphia to 

take it for granted that criminal tendencies can be 
removed by surgery, it follows inevitably that 
other pernicious tendencies can be removed in the 
same way. 
A tendency which demoralizes the world even 
more than crime is that to foolish fads and fatuous 
crazes. If those who are manifestly afflicted with 
these are to be operated on, the surgeons of Phila- 
delphia may be kept so busy that they will have 
little time for sawing open the skulls of children. 

Before they begin operating on the general pub- 
lic they may find some employment among members 
of the Pennsylvania “Society to Protect Children 
From Cruelty.” They may even discover the exact 
place in the skull of a scientist which needs to be 
sawed into in order to make his scientific judgment 
absolutely proof against the pernicious tendencies to 
criminal fads and follies he can so easily detect in 
other scientists.

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FINDS WHAT HE SEEKS. 

If Anthony Comstock’s discretion were equal to 
his zeal he would not make the blunder of raiding 
an art students’ league in search of the immoral. 

Artists search for the truth; Comstock looks for 
the impure, the base, the lewd. And he always finds 
it. Comstock finds what he seeks while the artist 
often fails; but is not the artist’s failure nobler 
than Comstock’s success? 

The works of art seized by this guardian of good 
morals were approved by the best taste of the best 
artists in New York. This is evidence enough of 
their essential purity. But because Comstock has 
neither taste nor true understanding he is unable 
to distinguish between the pure and the impure. 
The notion that the artists who produced and ap- 
proved these paintings and studies were animated by 
anything but pure love of beauty and goodness and 
truth is too absurd for’consideration. That is the 
artist’s only motive, it is the master motive of his 
life. With it he appeals only to the highest in the 
mind of man. Those who see evil in the good are 
numerous and active, and too often they are pow- 
erful. They can drag down the best to their own 
level and attach to it the stigma of uncleanness. 
Art students are innocent of any evil intent, but 
they reckon without their Comstocks who can sup- 
ply an evil suggestion out of their own sadly im- 
perfect and deformed souls.. Truth makes its way 
slowly through clouded minds, which make a medium 
of high refracting power. It is not strange, there- 
fore, that often what is true and beautiful appears 
false and ugly. 

Nevertheless Comstock should not be censured 
for these blunders. He no doubt means well and 
has the interest of real morality at heart. But he 
is to be pitied. And it is a pity that real morality 
has not a guardian in New York who knows what 
it\ really is.

HUMAN NATURE IN A TWO-PIECE SUIT. 

OME! Let us away from the teeming city. where so many of the milk 

& wagons are watering carts in disguise. Let us haste to the seaside, and 

if we are strong and husky we may be able to crowd our way into the 
water. 

The trouble with St. Louis in the summer time is that it has no ocean. 
The scene at the beach often makes a St. Louisan homesick. It reminds him 
so much of this end of the bridge at 5 o'clock in the afternoon.

The Passing of the Frog. 
From the Binghampton Press. 

Owing to the fact that. he has come to 
be esteemed as an article of diet to no 
less a degree than his European cousin, 
the American bullfrog (Rana catesbi- 
ana) has been hunted so closely that 
his loud voice is seldom heard on our 
rivers or the many smal! lakes adjacent 
to this city. The edible frog of the 
south of Europe (Rana esculenta) is In- 
ferior in size and flavor to our own bull- 
frog and is raised for the market ex- 
actly as American farmers raise chick- 
ens or ducks. Canadians have started 
in the business of frog raising during 
the last 10 years in the endeavor to sup- 
ply the growing market. 

Ten years ago the Chenango River, 
even within the limits of Binghampton, 
was a favorite lurking place for frogs. 
Noyes’ raceway, the small pools in and 
around the island just above the rail- 
road bridges and the upper reaches of 
the Chenango River then were never sij- 
lent during the summer nights.

BOTTLE, ENDS Litt 


Texas Youth, Fearing Blind- 
ness, Swallows Poison 
in His Room. 


Fear that he was going blind is the 
only cause assigned for the suicide of 
L. Edward Ayrer, 21 years old, of San 


Antonio, Tex., whose body was found 
in his room at 2820 Pine street late 
Friday.

Ayrer had been employed in a res- 
taurant for a month. Thursday night 
he quit, saying he was going away. He 
was being treated for his eyes, which 
had become almost useless. At the 
time he quit work he broke a bottle of 
medicine, saying that he would not 
need it.

Democrats Fear Control of 
Body Will Pass to the 
Republicans. 


Secretary Ellspermann of the Board 
of Election Commissioners said to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter Saturday that 
the result of the recount in the St. Louis 


municipal election contests would not 
be made public probably until late in 
the fall. 

“While we have tabulated the vote 
in the various wards, there is still a 
great deal of work to be done,’’ said Mr. 
Elispermann. “It will now be necessary 
to begin the recapitulation of the fig- 
ures in each of the 40 precincts of the 
city. For each precinct nine sets of 
papers will be made out. In my judg- 
ment this will require at least two or 
three months. 

“After the Election Board has ap- 
proved thé work of the accountants the 
results will be certified to the Circuit 
Court. The Election Board has nothing 
to do with the question of passing on 
the legality or illegality of the ballots 
in dispute. As there are many irregu- 
larities to be considered it is likely the 
courts will have the matter under con- 
sideration for some time.”’ 

Considerable uneasiness is felt among 
Democratic officeholders at the City 
Hall over the recount of the ballots. 


Gains by Republicans. 


It is generally understood at the City 
Hall that the Republicans have made 
material gains in several wards, but just 


how far the general result wil! be affect- 
ead by the consequent changes is still 
uncertain. 

It is not believed that Judge Talty, 
Republican mayoralty candidate, has 
overcome the plurality of 1100 given for 
Mayor Wells. : 

The Republicans express considerable 
confidence, however, of capturing the 
collectorship, which is worth $15,000 a 
year to its incumbent, and the office of 
City Auditor, a job paying $4500 per 


annum. 

Both Collector Hagermann and Audit- 
or Dierkes were elected by slim plural- 
ities. Diering, Republican candidate for 
Auditor and Aloe, who made the race 
against Hagermann for: Collector, claim 
to have overcome the lead of their op- 
ponents in the recount. 

A rumor is also current to the effact 
that Patrick Fitzgibbon, defeated Dem- 
ocratic candidate for City Register, has 
Reagan, 
present Republican incumbént. None of 
these reports, however, have been of- 
ficially verified at the office of the com- 
missioners. 


May Lose Clerkships. 
A well-known Democratic politician 
predicted recently that as a result of 
the recount the Democrats would lose 


at least three or four offices. The Re- 
ublicans are claiming the election of 

m, candidate for the City Coun- 
ell over Councilman Mark Ewing. 

It is said that tn the Twenty-eighth 
Ward Ewing lost 8 votes, the votes 
intended for him being cast by mistake 
for the Socialist candidate. Ewing was 
elected by a plurality of only three on 
the face of the returns. 

‘As the Democrats control the Council 
by only one vote, the defeat of Ewing 
would cost the party three or four val- 
uable clerkships in the upper body.

Adopts New Slogan of Incorpo- 
ration or Annexation 
to Alton. 


For a week— 

It was Mayor Pat O'Leary this 
And Mayor Pat O'Leary that.

Pat O'Leary, Mayor-elect of South Al- 
ton, seeks to resume.his official ca- 
reer, SO abruptly ended by the Madison 
County Court after.a week of official 
trimuph. Seven other officials were 
also elected as village officers and. they. 


are affiliated with the Mayor-elect in 
his efforts to bring about the re-incor- 
poration of the little town, the incoy- 
poration of which was déclared void by 
the County Court because the village 
embraced too much territory. 

The little Illinois village was suggest- 
ed in April, organized and incorporated 
in May, dissolved by the Madison 
County Court in June, and forgotten in 
July, only to be revived in@August by 
Pat O'Leary, who, though he has lost 
the title bestowed upon him by his 
fellow citzens, expects again to be 
Mayor Pat O'Leary of South Alton. 

The citizens of South Alton have 
chosen Pat O'Leary to head their little 
colony and Pat will devote every energy 
to represent them. 


His Reign Short. 


When Pat O'Leary was elected Mayor 
there was a great celebration and it 
was little believed that his official reign 
was to be cut short. But landowners 
whose property was inside the corporate 
limits of the new village foresaw big 
taxes and attorneys were engaged to 
detect a flaw in the incorporation, that 
it might be dissolved. 

The error was found. The law re- 
quired that the village should have only 
1280 acres of land, but it was found 
that there was more than 1500 acres in- 
side the village Ifmits. Then the in- 
corporation was declared void and 
Mayor Pat O’Leary became simply Pat 
O’Leary again. 

The hopes of the Httle colony were 
dashed, but they have an able leader, 
ex-Mayor Pat O'Leary, “i « again they 
have placed their faith in him. 

The first Mayor-elect lives in the 
midst of his colony, a settlement five 
miles south of Alton. He is an Irish- 
man of the most pronounced type. He 
is a politician of shrewd tactics. 


“Incorporation or Annexation.” 


“We must appeal to Alton for annex- 
ation or incorporate our village,”’ de- 
clared Mayor-elect O'Leary to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter. “We are without 
Sones protection of any kind. Our 

mes are in danger and for this rea- 
son alone our incorporatidn is a matter 
of utmost importence to those who 
live here. Land owners are _  wmisin- 
formed if they believe that the taxes 
will be Eceauy increased Or that they 
will be compelled to pay an incorpora- 
tion tax. 

The incorporation of South Alton 
means the immediate appreciation of 
property in this vicinity and land own- 
ers should investigate before antago- 
nizing. I will become a candidate tr 
re-election for Mayor if we succeed in 
obtaining a legal incorporation this 


time. 

South Alton has about 1000 inhabi- 
tants. At the next term of the County 
Court the ople expect to be reincor- 
porated and promise to re-elect O'Leary.

70 WELCOME BRYAN 


New York’s Estimate That 
There Will Be 10,000 Not 
Indorsed Here. 








CLASHES ARE CERTAIN 





Special Trains Not Likely, 
Though Delegates Will Want 
Separate Cars. 


The New York committee in charge 
of the reception to William J. Bryan 
on his return from abroad has given 
publicity to the estimate that Missouri 
alone will send 10,000 Democrats to 


greet the distinguished Nebraskan. 

Coupled with this information are 
press dispatches from New York to the 
effect that friction exists in the ranks 
of the Missouri reception party. Sen- 
ator Stone, ex-Gov. Francis and Gov. 
Folk, according to the report printed 
in several Republican papers, have each 
chartered a special train for the oc- 
casion. 

In the absence of important campaign 
news, politicians have been discussing 
the proposed representation of Missouri 
at the New York Bryan meeting to the 
exclusion of every other subject. Their 
investigation has revealed that instead 
of 10,000 going to New York, it is high- 
ly probable the Missouri delegation will 
not exceed 150. 

It appears the Jefferson Club was 
asked to name a committee of 100. Af- 
ter ten days’ effort, President Kern con- 
fesses that his task is almost «an im- 
possible one. 


Few Replies to Letters. 


“T have sent out over 150 letters,’’ said 
he to a Post-Dispatch reporter, ‘‘and I 
haven't yet received a dozen replies. 
It is true the railroads have made every 


concession we could desire. In fact the 
raifroads have been mighty kind to the 
Democratic party in making the rate 
oniy one fare to New York and return 
for the Bryan reception. 

“IT suppose some of the boys out in 
the State are husy with their crops and 
that is the reason I haven't heard from 
them. But it is no easy job to get 100 
men to go down to New York and join 
in that crush and jam at Madison 
Square Garden. . 

“Possibly I will have more favorable 
news later, but just now it is anything 
but eucouraging, though Missouri Demo- 
crats should certainly be anxious to 
give Bryan a rousing welcome. 

Politicians say that both Stone and 
Francis are jealous of Gov. Folk be- 
cause of the appointment as chairman 
of the Bryan reception committee. 
They fully expect to _ see the Gov- 
ernor travel to New York. alone. The 
committee of 10 named by Senator 
Stone, as previously pointed out in the 
Post-Dispatch, is composed of all the 
warring elements in the Democratic 
party of Missouri. 


Hawes May Not Go. 


That its members will not ride in the 
same coach together is considered ceér- 


tain. 
Among those named by Senator Stone 


Harry B. Hawes, neither an admirer 
le a friend of Gov. Folk. Mr. Hawes 
said Saturday that he had about made 
up his mind to resign his place on the 
committee. 

“The reception to Mr. Bryan is to take 
place Aug. 30,” said Mr. Hawes. ‘The 
end of the month is always my busy 
time and I don’t believe I can afford to 
go to New York then. 

It appears the original plan for the 
Bryan reception were devised by Harry 
Walker and William S. Hogue, each of 
whom holds a clerkship in the New York 
City Hall. After Hogue and Walker had 
started things going the followers of 
William R. Hearst sought control of the 
movement. 

No Funds Avatiable. 


The Belmont-McCaren-Murphy fac- 
tion, personifying the financial and po- 
litical strength of Tammany Hal!, then 
dipped in their oars. They wanted to 
run things, but Hogue and Walker re- 
fused to consider them. 

Then came the question of money. The 
City Hall clerks had only collected a 
small sum.

Lunacy Order Aside Re- 
veals Wretched Story.

LONDON, Aug. 4.—The judicial in- 
quiry into the sanity of the Marquis 
Townshend, spendthrift and notorious 
heiress hunter, both at home and 
abroad, is revealing a phase of English 
social life surpassing in sordidness and 
heartless evtl even Marie Corelli's most 


lurid imaginings. 

When American girls before whom the 
Marquis prostrated his title and his 
debts a few years ago learn what 
they missed, they may better appre- 
ciate their good fortune. 

The relationship is through the Mar- 
.quis’ mother, who is a sister of the 
Duke of Fife. The line is traced back 
to a morganatic marriage of King Wil- 
liam IV, and the Townshend name 
stands out in English history. To 
Americans the name meant more be- 
cause Townshend, chancellor of King 
George's exchequer, persisted in taxing 
the colonies to the point of revolution. 

So much of the title the American 
girls were offered, most barefacedly, on 
the Marquis’ trip to the States in 1902. 
The sequel, as revealed by the sanity 
hearing, follows: 

Seeks Moneyed Wife. 

The Marquis remained single and 
poor until about a year ago, when a 
Lady Fawlecett informed a young Gov- 
ernment clerk, E. Othen Dunne, that 


if he could get a wife for the Marquis 
with $135,000 to pay off his pressing 
debts she and Dunne would divide a 
commission of $12,500. The Marquis is a 
half-fledged man of 40, presenting all 
the physical and mental characteristics 
‘of a victim of arrested development. He 
is undersized. with an enormous head 
and faint blue, lusterless eyes, a fool- 
ish mouth and skin wrinkled as by se- 
nile decay. He walks with short, 
jerky, bouncing steps of an incipient 
paralytic. 

With this man and title, Dunne went 
to work, The charming 19-year-old 
anughter of a lawyer-promoter, Miss 
Gladys Sutherst, said to be the most 
beautiful woman in England, was in- 
troduced to the Marquis. and a mar- 
riage was quickly arranged. The girl's 
father promised the necessary $136,000 
to the Marquis and agreed to pay the 
marriage brokers their commission. 
The marriage was solemnized hugger- 
mugg fashion, without informing any 
of Townshend's relatives, and he mere- 
ly being lay figure to the transaction 
and Dunne a witness. After the mar- 
riage Dunne discovered Sutherst was 
an undischarged bankrupt. He accept- 
ed one-tenth of the promised marriage 
commission as an installment. 


Dominated by Secretary. 


The inquiry has revealed that the 
little Marquis has been for 12 years 
virtually under the thumb of his sec- 
retary, a former priest, Arthur C. Rob- 
bins, who accompanied him on his 
American heiress-hunting tour. The 
riest seems to have dominated his 
ordship so completely that the bride- 
groom returned to him and refused to 
live with his bride until Robbins sanc- 
tioned it. 
Mrs. Sutherst accompanied the Mar- 
quis and Marchioness on their honey- 
moon, and treated the bridegroom like 
a child, boxing his ears when he dis- 
pleased her. After a time the Marquis 
ran away to Robbins, and when he was 
persuaded to return to the Marchion- 
ess the Suthersts got two lunacy ex- 
perts to declare him of unsound mind, 
and a magisterial order, privately ob- 
tained, placed him in the custody of 
his wife, whose family lived with the 
couple in a house in Brook. street, 
where the feeble-minded Marquis was 
dominated, terrorized and imprisoned. 
From this treatment the Marquis 
broke out once or twice into maniacal 
violence. 

Meanwhile Dunne, who is described as 
a clever, handsome, fashionable young 
fellow, had been pressing Sutherst for 
his commission. Falling to secure it he 
threatened the Marchioness to publish 
the circumstance of the marriage and 
getting no satisfaction he sold the hith- 
erto secret story of the detention of the 
Marquis to a London paper for $75. The 
publicity led to the present inquiry. 


Judge Scores Transaction.

Miller was reinstated 
by the President because it was al- 
leged that the Bookbinders’ Union ‘had 
forced his dismissal because he was 
no longer a member of the union. 

Miller has been under suspension for 
10 days on charges of insubordination 
and insolence. He maintained silence 
where requested to appear and answer 
the charges. 

Milo Shanks, formerly foreman of the 
second typesetting division, also was 
dismissed. His letters to the Presi- 
dent complaining that he had not been 
i a fairly brought him no consola- 
tion. 

That President Roosevelt has given 
Public Printer Stillings a free hand to 
formulate and make effective his own 
policy without regard to civil service 
regulations, is made evident by the fol- 
lowing letter from Secretary Loeb: 

‘‘Dear Mr. Stillings: I send you here- 
with several communications from Milo 
Shanks.
